Dramatic Scene at Sydney. 
i 
Melbourne, March 16.—The Austra­ 
lian commonwealth, officially and gen­ 
erally, hails with pleasure the an­ 
nouncement from Washington that the 
American battleship fleet will visit 
the Antipodes next July or August. 
The federal ministers are delighted 
with the idea of such a visit, the min 
later of defense, Thomas Ewing, say 
ing that the presence of America’s 
fleet would be most gratifying to all 
Australians. 
“We feel that our future in the Pa 
ciflc,” he said, “is bound up with tfia» 
of the United States.” 
There are several reasons for the 
satisfaction experienced 
by Austra­ 
lians. 
Premier Alfred Deakin was noi 
flattering the American people In the 
communication he addressed to their 
government through Consul General 
John P. Bray here last December, to 
have the warships come to this quar­ 
ter of the globe. 
In his Invitation he 
said: 
“No other federation in the world 
possesses so many features of like 
ness to that of tile United States a- 
does the commonwealth of Australia, 
and I doubt whether any two peoples 
could be found who are in nearer 
touch with each other and are likely 
to benefit more by anything that tend 
to knit their relations more closely.” 


Australians Admire Americans. 
Australians of all classes, indeed, 
have decided liking and admiration 


for Americans, due lo sw^lm snlal, 
commercial and even political causes. 
In the first place, as Australian news­ 
papers and orators not infrequently 
observe, whenever the question of 
Asiatic 
immigration 
to 
Australia 
comes up, or that of Australian nation­ 
al defense, America Is the nearest 
Caucasian neighbor and friend that 
the commonwealth has. 
This fact is 
given added strength because, speak­ 
ing broadly, Australians are almost 
supersensitive over Asiatic proximity, 
prestige and influence; and whether 
there is ground for such feeling, it 
may be added, is fostered by leading 
politicians, especially those in 
the 
powerful labor party, and Jit Includes 
the Japanese', although regardless of 
the Anglo*Jlebanese alliance. 
i 
This 
distrustful 
attitude 
toward 
things Asiatic and this strong leaning 
toward things American, has aicorol- 
lary in Australian jealousy of*Euro­ 
pean colonization in the South Pacific. 
Whereas the commonwealth has al­ 
ways been complaisant over America’s 
possession of Pago Pago, Samoa— 
which the^floet will'visit—it has never 
been'fH^rly pleased at Germany’s pos­ 
session of Apia; 
and the common­ 
wealth manifested so much feeling 
o \er territorial rights in the New 
Hebrides and trading privileges In the 
Marshall islands that 
the imperial 
government was forced to treat with 
Fiance and Germany respectively re­ 
garding these disputes. 
In brief, the United States is the 
only foreign powder with territory in 
the Pacific for which Australia has a 
distinct liking.

Premier Deakin Arouses Intense En­ 
thusiasm. 
Sydney, N. S. W., March 16—There 
was a dramatic scene at a great gat ti­ 
ering of citizens w’hen at the conclu­ 
sion of an address on the subject of 
national defense, the premier, Alfred 
Deakin, read a cablegram announcing 
that the American Heel of battleships 
would visit Sydney and 
Melbourne, 
lie called for three cheers for the 
United States, and the audience rose 
en masse and responded with deafen­ 
ing hurrahs. 
The prime minister said that he wras 
sure 
that 
such 
a welcome as 
an 
American fleet had never known out­ 
side of its own country would be ac­ 
corded it by Australia, and the cheer­ 
ing 
that 
followed 
this 
statement 
seemed evidence of the fact that the 
Australians, one and all, have a feel­ 
ing stronger than mere friendship for 
the American people and their navy. 
Premier Deakin in his speech ad­ 
vocated greater expenditures for na­ 
tional defense. 
He said that the bur­ 
den imposed upon the people of Great 
Britain for the maintenance of their 
naval and military forces was begin­ 
ning to tell, and that wealthy Aus­ 
tralians could not expect to enjoy the 
privileges of the protection against 
invasion without bearing their share 
of the cost. 
The expenditure recom­ 
mended is $9,000,000 annually for an 
army of 20.000 men and fifteen coast 
defense vessels.

Spokane,* Wash., March 16.—A lone 
bandit boarded the mail car on the 
westbound (Oriental Limited, the fast 
transcontinental train of the Great 
Northern railway, at Bonner's Ferry, 
Ida., bound the two mall clerks, robbed 
the stall ancUgfpapedr''' 
TI* robbery was not discovered un­ 
til tee train reached Spokane moife 
than‘five hours after the bandit boarts 
ed the train. 
Tl|e train carried the through trans­ 
continental lmail, much of It registered. 
The amount stolen will not be known 
until the registered mail has been 
checked up by the postal authorities. 
When the train arrived here the 
mail car was closed. 
Employes at tho 
station opened the car and found one 
of the mail Clerks lying bourn! on the 
mall 
sacks. 
The 
other 
clerk 
was 
locked in a closet. 
As soon aji the men were released 
they said ilmt a bandit boarded the 
car at Bonner’s Ferry, a town of 350 
people, a division point about IOO 
miles east of Spokane. 
The bandit, said ..the mail clerks, 
9 I 
held them up, bound them and went 
through the registered mail. 
HS then 
said he would work the regular mail 
and proceeded to do so. 
At all regular stops he threw off 
the mail and took on the outgoing 
sack, though ai some of the smaller 
places where the train does not stop 
he did not throw off the mail. 
He 
stayed on the train for nearly five 
hours, jumping off ai the Oregon Rail­ 
road 
and 
Navigation junction, two 
miles east of Spokane. 
He did put off the locked pouch at 
Newport, 
Wash;, 
and 
did 
not 
ex- j 
change mails at Priest River, Ida. 
As soon as the robbery was discov- j 
©red the postal authorities here and 
also the local police were notified and 
the work of checking up the mail was 
begun, the train being held here thirty 
minutes for that purpose. 
It was dis­ 
covered that all the mail had been 
badly mixed. 
The robber is described as being 
about thirty years old and six feet 
tail. 
He wore a rod sweater and over­ 
alls and had a three or four days’ 
growth of beard. 
The robber obtained entrance to the 
mail car at Bonner’s Ferry by pretend­ 
ing to be a postoffice inspector. 


SERIOUS WORK AT HAND. 


Bane’s Busy 
Corner 


San Diego, Cal., March 16.—The 
American battleship fleet now at an­ 
chor in Magdalena bay, Lower Califor­ 
nia, soon will begin the serious work 
of record target practice, according to 
official wireless dispatches received 
here, and for the next two or three 
weeks the usually quiet waters of this 
harbor will splash and dance under 
the rain of shot and shell, and the 
real work of the cruise, to all outs! Ie 
the engine holds and chart rooms, will 
be under way. 
The fleet is anchared in the north 
end of the bay, which is the most 
sheltered part of this natural haven 
of the sea. 
Looking to the south 
there is a broad expanse of water 
nearly twenty miles long, while the 
width of the bay at the entrance is 
nearly twelve miles. 
The targets will 
be set and ranges established at the 
lower end of the bay, where it nar­ 
rows to an island-parted channel lead­ 
ing to Almejas bay, another land­ 
locked harbor, whose natural advant­ 
ages would stand out strikingly in the 
search for a naval base In any other 
part of the world than in close prox­ 
imity to Magdalena. 
The ranges are 
to be set first at 1,000 yards. 
They 
will be next extended to 2,000 yards 
and then to a maximum of 3,000 yards 
for the smaller target, which is 12 by 
12 feet In size. 
For the great turret 
guns—the 12 and 13-inch rifles—the 
ranges are lengthened from 6,000 to 
9,000 yards and the targets are in­ 
creased to 30 by 60 feet. 
As one ord­ 
nance officer on the battleships ex­ 
pressed it, it is absolutely essential 
that the gunners should be able to see 
the target before they can train the 
sights upon It. 
At 9,000 yards, the 
white canvas object to be shot at ap­ 
pears as only a tiny speck upon the 
water. 


KILLED BY A POLICEMAN. 


Californian Who Shot T w o.Girls and 
sn Aged Man. 
San Pedro, Cal., March 16.-—Gracio 
Elgueta, a lumber handler, shot and 
probably fatally wounded eleven-year- 
old Margaret Manes, wounded seven- 
year-old 
Minnie 
Shackelford 
twice, 
shot hor grandfather, James Shackel­ 
ford, through both shoulders, fired at 
Mrs. A. Manes, and was himself killed 
by a policeman. 
Mrs. Manes, her daughter Margaret 
and 
Minnie 
Shackelford 
had 
been 
seated in the front room of their cot­ 
tage. the door being open. 
Suddenly 
Elgueta appeared in the doorway and 
opened fire on Mrs. Manes. 
He fired 
one shot before the woman ran to the 
window and jumped out. 
Tho man then turned his gun on the 
woman’s daughter, firing a shot which 
hit the little girl’s left breast, passing 
clear through, piercing the right lung. 
Tho man then firod two shots at Min­ 
nie Shackelford, the first shattering 
her left hand and the other passing 
through her right arm. 
Elgueta then passed Bito the next 
room, where Minnie’s grandfather, a 
cripple, was lying on the floor. 
He 
fired two shots at him, one taking ef­ 
fect in each shoulder. 
Policemen Inman and Logan, who 
had been attracted to the spot by the 
sound of firing, pursued the fleeing 
man, who ran to tho yard of his 
home, where he reloaded his revolver 
and opened fire upon the officers. They 
returned the shots and Elgueta fell 
dead, shpt through the heart. 
Elgueta was a rejected suitor of 
Mrs. Manes, and jealousy of her led 
to the shoot ing. 


Burden Too Great for Japan. 
Toklo, March 16.—The government 
of Japan, finding that the self-imposed 
burden of nationalized railroads is 
likely to prove too heavy, is now en­ 
gaged in consideration of tentative 
projects for relieving itself and at the 
same time serving the double purpose 
of building up the Industries of the 
country, providing additional exports 
for its subsidized steamship lines and 
increasing its own income by the reve­ 
nues derivable from increased produc­ 
tion.

Harry Orchard of his own voli­ 
tion and against the urgent pleadings 
of his attorney aud others, refused 
when arraigned March IO to let his 
previous plea of “not guilty” stand. 
He also refused to plead to a lesser 
degree of murder than first degree. He 
said: 
“I am guilty and am ready to take

punishment.

Among some, expressions are made 
that they believe Orchard has been 
guaranteed immunity of some sort. 
This is denied by those In authority 
and by Orchard himself.

comfort to the man, express the opin 
ion that after being sentenced, should 
an effort he made to commute his sen 
tence or pardon him, Orchard will re 
fuse to accept it. 
It is the general 
belief that Orchard expects to die 
and that he wishes to receive the ex 
treme penalty for his crime. 
Orchard 
refuses to be interviewed or to make 
any statem ent for publication. 
He is 
very quiet and spends much time with 
his books, the Bible and works of reli 
gious nature. 
Thai he earnestly wishes his con­ 
fession to be believed is known, ami 
it is thought that he believes his own 
punishment in full for the crime he 
committed will tend to prove the t rut ii 
of his confession.

S u b s t it u t e W o o d s For Coopers. 
The coopers of the United States are 
probably suffering more at the present 
time for want Of a supply of timber 
than the men of any other wood using 
Industry. 
This 
condition 
is 
caused 
largely by 
the great decrease in tin* 
supply of those woods considered nec 
essary for cooperage st<»ek and the lack 
of knowledge of the merits of such 
species of wood as might possibly lie 
used as substitutes, says a forest serv­ 
ice bulletin. 
A 
few years ago the 
cooperage m anufacturers <>f the Pacific 
coast obtained their supply of tim ber 
from the east, using very largely the 
better cooperage woods, such as white 
oak and elm. Recently these m anufac­ 
turéis have been using with reasonable 
success various species of wood native 
to their Immediate section. Sitka spruce 
Is now largely used ou the Pacific coa t 
for such slack cooperage as fiour, sug­ 
ar, lime and bottle barrels and tight 
cooperage, such as vinegar, pickle and 
cider barrels, butter and cheese cooper­ 
age, buckets and palls.

Dancing Twenty Mils» an Evening Is 
Nothing When You Get Used to It, 
Say Debutante«— Prize For Girl W h o 
Dances Most Miles During the Year. 


The latest craze from I/m don has 
reached Ihe dancing sets of all the 
large cities of the United States, and 
every one who is "In the know ” In 
Chicago now dances to the merry tlck- 
tlck of a pedometer. 
During 
the 
last 
few* 
years 
these 
handy little contrivances hsve lioen in 
great favor w ith faddists who like to 
know the exact num ber of miles they 
cover In their jaunts. 
A great numlier 
w ere sold last summer, for the walking 
craze gained 
many enthusiastic fol­ 
lowers. but the Jewelers and opticians 
could not explain the unprecedented 
sale which commenced In the fall ami 
has continued to grow during the w in­ 
ter. 
A ‘‘fluffy young thing” would flutter 
Up to the clerk and ask to see a jie- 
dorneter—she had a decided aversion to 
accenting the word correctly ou the 
second syllable—and when he would 
bring out an affair looking like one of 
those dollar tin watches she became 
much em barrassed and asked If they 
didn’t have any “pretty ones.” says the 
American Jeweler for February, Just 
think of spoiling th e effect of a pretty 
party frock by w earing an ol<l thing 
which looked so common and cheap! 
A fter much argum ent the clerk would 
finally convince her that the little in­ 
vention was made for practical use 
and had not originally been intended 
to w ear with evening gowns; then he 
would put on a sym pathetic grin and 
assure her that they would try to get 
some pretty ones next season. 
Aft­ 
er looking at all the different styles she 
would usually select one which the 
clerk assured her would correctly reg 
Ister the numlier of miles she danced 
during an evening. 
Even men are wearing pedometers, 
and they slip the pendant over the top 
of the pocket or any place w here It will 
lie in an upright position necessary to 
tlie proper w orking of the lever mech­ 
anism. 
Girls pin them to their w aists 
or lieits and carefully exam ine them 
after each dance to see w hat man has 
been fortunate enough to help them to 
break their record. 
Many of the young debutantes have 
1k>uglit the most attractive little books, 
In which they put down an account of 
each dance. 
The num ber of 
miles 
danced during the evening and the 
partner who lias been lucky enough te 
“cover the most ground” with her are 
Included in ttie list of interesting notes 
Jotted down 
If the pedometer is not carried in an 
upright position the works will not op­ 
erate: it 
will not register the step. 
This wonderful little contrivance can 
easily Is* regulated to the step of the 
wearer. 
T here 
are 
figures 
on 
the 
scale on the back of the works to rep­ 
resent the Inches, and each notch in­ 
tervening between the num bers repre­ 
sents one Inch. 
A pedometer can i** 
regulated to any step between fifteen 
inches and forty-one inches. 
To regu­ 
late it to the length of your stop meas­ 
ure the distance you take at each stop 
(from heel to heel), 
if your step meas­ 
ures twenty-seven inches, set the indi­ 
cator a t figure 27, 
If your step meas­ 
ures twenty-eight, move the indicator 
one notch tow ard “fast.” 
If your step 
m easures tw enty-four Inches, move the 
Indicator back 
f»»ur notches 
toward 
“slow.” etc. 
The average m an’s step m easures 
twenty-seven, and therefore many of 
the pedometers on sale at the shops 
are set for a twenty-seven inch step, 
so th at people of ordinary height and 
gait do not have to change the posi­ 
tion of the indicator. 
T he average 
girl’s step is much shorter than that of 
a man, but while waltzing or dancing 
n twostep the length of her step in­ 
creases, so that twenty-seven Inches be 
come a practical average. 
A practical style of pedometer is tit- ; 
ted with a ten mile dial, spaced oif into 
quarters, 
halves, 
three-quarters and ! 
miles. 
The hand can be set by remov­ 
ing the back and turning the hand 
backw ard or forw ard. 
The average dance is about eight 
m inutes, and a tulle is easily danced 
during that time. 
An encore rattges 
from three to four minutes, and half 
a tnllo is usually covered In th a t time. 
Bo the popular girl who never lias to

Substitute Woods For Coopers. 
The coopers of the United States are 
probably suffering more at the present 
time for want of a supply of timbel 
than tile men of any other wood using 
Industry. 
This 
condition 
is 
caused 
largely by the great decrease in the 
supply of those woods considered nee 
essary for cooperage stock and the lack 
of knowledge of the merits of such 
species of wood as might possibly be 
used as substitutes, says a forest serv­ 
ice bulletin. 
A few years ago the 
cooperage m anufacturers of the Pacific 
coast obtained their supply of timber 
from the east, using very largely the 
better cooperage woods, such as white 
oak aud elm. Recently these manufac­ 
turers have been using with reasonable 
success various species of wood native 
to their immediate section. Sitka spruce 
is now largely used on the Pacific coa>t 
for such slack cooperage as flour, sug­ 
ar, lime and bottle barrels aud tight 
cooperage, such as vinegar, pickle and 
cider barrels, butter and cheese cooper­ 
age, buckets and pails. Recently wine 
barrels have been made from Sitka 
spruce, these being coated inside with 
a high grade of paraffin. Douglas fir is 
also used to some ex ten t 
Inferior 
grades of slack cooperage, such as salt 
and lime barrels are sometimes mado 
of white fir.

Dancing Twenty Miles en Evening Ie 
Nothing When You Get Used to It, 
Say Debutantes—Priae For Girl Who 
Dancoa Moot Milos During tho Year. 


The latest craze from London has 
reached the dancing sets of all the 
large cities of the United States, and 
every one who la “In the know” In 
Chicago now dances to the merry tick- 
tlck of a pedometer. 
During the last few 
years these 
handy little contrivances have been in 
great favor with faddists who like to 
know the exact number of miles they 
cover in their jaunts. 
A great number 
were sold last summer, for the walking 
craze gained many enthusiastic fol­ 
lowers. but the Jewelers and opticians 
could not explain the unprecedented 
sale which commenced in the fall and 
has continued to grow during the win­ 
ter. 
A “fluffy young thing” would flutter 
up to the clerk and ask to see a pe­ 
dometer—she had a decided aversion to 
accenting the word correctly on the 
second syllable—and when he would 
bring out an affair looking like one of 
those dollar tin watches she became 
much embarrassed and asked if they 
didn’t have any “pretty ones.” says the 
American Jeweler for February. Just 
think of spoiling the effect of a pretty 
party frock by wearing an old thing 
which looked so common and cheap! 
After much argument the clerk would 
finally convince her that the little in­ 
vention was made for practical use 
and had not originally been intended 
to wear with evening gowns; then he 
would put on a sympathetic grin and 
assure her that they would try to get 
some pretty ones next season. 
Aft­ 
er looking at all the different styles she 
would usually select one which the 
clerk assured her would correctly reg­ 
ister the number of miles she danced 
during an evening. 
Even men are wearing pedometers, 
and they slip the pendant over the top 
of the pocket or any place where it will 
be in an upright position necessary to 
the proper working of the lever mech­ 
anism. 
Girls pin them to their waists 
or belts and carefully examine them 
after each dance to see what man has 
been fortunate enough to help them to 
break their record. 
Many of the young debutantes have 
bought the most attractive little books, 
in which they put down an account of 
each dance. 
The num ber of miles ! 
danced during the evening and the | 
partner who has been lucky enough to I 
‘‘cover the most ground” with her are 
included in the list of interesting notes 
jotted down. 
If the pedometer Is not carried in an 
upright position tile works will not op­ 
erate; it will not register the step. 
This wonderful little contrivance can 
easily be regulated to the step of the 
wearer. 
There are 
figures on 
the 
scale on the back of the works to rep­ 
resent the inches, and each notch in­ 
tervening between the numbers repre- I 
Bents one inch. 
A pedometer can be 
regulated to any step between fifteen 
inches and forty-one inches. 
To regu- I 
late it to the length of your step meas­ 
ure the distance you take at each step 
(from heel to heel). 
If your step meas- | 
ures twenty-seven inches, set the indi- j 
cator at figure 27. 
If your step meas­ 
ures twenty-eight, move the indicator j 
one notch toward “fast.” 
If your step . 
m easures twenty-four Inches, move the 
indicator back four notches toward I 
“slow,” etc. 
The average man’s step m easures i 
twenty-seven, aud therefore many of J 
the pedometers on sale at the shops : 
are set for a twenty-seven inch step. ! 
so that people of ordinary height and I 
gait do not have to change the posh I 
tion of the indicator. 
The average 
girl’s step is much shorter than that of 
a man, but while waltzing or dancing I 
a twostep the length of her step in- ! 
creases, so that twenty-seven Inches bo 
come a practical average. 
A practical style of pedometer is fit­ 
ted with a ten mile dial, spaced off into 
quarters, halves, three-quarters and 
miles. 
The hand can be set by remov­ 
ing the back and turning the hand 
backward or forward. 
The average dance is about eight 
m inutes, and a mile is easily danced 
during th at time. 
An encore ranges 
from three to four minutes, and half 
a mile is usually covered in th at time. 
So the popular girl who never has to 
“sit against the wall and try to look 
at ease” and has every dance taken on 
a program me of eighteen dances and 
also dances the encores can proudly 
boast that she has been able to “cover 
tw enty miles in an evening.” 
At one small dancing party where 
all of the girls wore pedometers a 
prize was given to the girl with the 
highest card. 
A tall, willowy bean 
pole was the happy winner, and even 
after twenty-five miles of the sliding 
and gliding of the modern dance she 
w as as fresh and unruffled as if she 
had been resting comfortably in a big 
arm chair.

Erection of Building« Having Greatest 


Resistance to Conflagrations Needed, 
8ays Richard L. Hum phrey— Schools 


Two Stones In Height Favored. 


In twenty-one of the principal cities 
nf Europe the per capita loss from 
fires Is 35 cents. 
In the United States 
the per capita losses from fires yearly 
exceeds $2.50, 
In KUfnpe the chief ef 
fort lu the construction of buildings is 
to put into them tire resisting inn- 
terlals. 
In the United States more 
thought and money are devoted to the 
establishment of Costly 
fire depart 
meuts. 
These 
general statements 
are 
lu 
eluded in an Interview reeently made 
public at Washington by Richard L. 
Humphrey, engineer In charge of the 
structural material laUiratories of the 
government, who lias made a special 
study of tireprooting. 
“The catastrophe at Collinwood, O.. 
the other day.” said Mr. Humphrey, 
“did not result from exceptional coudl 
tlons, but conditions that are to is* 
found 
In 
thousands 
of 
instances 
throughout t lie 
Unite«! States. 
The 
same or «*\«*n worse fiie traps prevail in 
every village and town and indeed in 
many of the large cities. 
Even where 
municipal laws are supposed to govern 
erection of such structures the condi­ 
tions are often worse than In Collin­ 
wood. 
Such cn 1aunities as we have 
had the few months of this year <lo 
not come as a matter of surprise to 
any one versed on the subject. 
The 
only surprise is that these catastro­ 
phes do not occur more frequently 
throughout this great country. 
“The newspapers Hre now fillt*d with 
statements made by s«*hoo1 officials, 
calling attention to the necessity of fire 
drills that these fire drills will pre- 
v«*ut the loss of life from tire. 
Neces­ 
sary and excellent as they are in tlu*lr 
place, nothing could Ik* more fallacious 
than such a general proposition. What 
is needed, as lias i»een r«*iw*ut«»dly point­ 
ed out, is the erection of structures 
which have tin* greatest ri'slstMin-e to 
fire. 
From what I can learn, the fir«* 
drill at Collinwood had start «si, blit 
the school building was such a flimsy 
tinder box that the tire traveled through 
tin* hallways and up tin* stairs faster 
than any possible fire drill. 
In such a 
building to d there are many of them 
— the fire will always win the race over 
the frantic childr«*n. 
Had the interior 
of th«* Collinwood school been reason­ 
ably fireproof the b«ss of lif«* would 
have bo«*n very much l«*ss, and possi* 
bly no livt*s would have been lost. 
“ Laws should be enacted to prohibit 
the erection of anything except a struc­ 
tu re of the highest fire resisting type, 
especially when It is to b«> iis**d as a 
school, hospital, theater or other struc­ 
ture iu which people assemble In large 
numbers, who in the «»vent of a gr«*at 
fire, such as happens«! at Collinwood. 
would be to a certain extent helpless 
in our hospitals ami public sclmols it 
would appear unw ise to ereet sinu* 
tures of more than tw o stories lu 
height 
1° 
buildings. In ad«tltlon 
to wide stairw ays, 1 would have on*’ 
or two chutes or tulH*s loading from 
the top story to the ground. 
These 
woultl prove not only much safer than 
fire escapes, but also a much more 
rapid means of exit. 
“The question of the height of build­ 
ings and the charact«*r of the interior 
structures Is continually agitating pub­ 
lic officials, but commercial int*-r«*«i-* 
appear to dominate, and buildings ar«* 
er«*eted that are known not to b<* tin* 
most safe for tin* purpose. This condi­ 
tion pertains as much to municipal 
structures as to any other class of 
buildings. 
It Is a fact that the money 
available for schools, hospitals aud 
ottnT municipal structures Is usually 
inadequate for the purpose, and tin* 
officials in charge, In order to keep 
within the appropriation, are forced to 
erect cheap, flimsy buildings that are 
not fireproof, 
i 
“While 
the 
relative fire 
resisting 
qualities of fireproof materials are not 
vet entirely established. It is a fact 
that these properties ar«? sufficiently 
w’oll known to permit the erection of 
reasonably fireproof structures. 
Vet 
in the face of all this buildings are 
continually being erected with mate 
rials known not to possess an ade«juate 
i resistance to fire, an«! these buildings 
i are a menace to the clti«’S in which 
they ar«* <*rected. 
The city of New 
: York Is full of tire traps, and It is a 
! miracle that a great fire has not wipe«! 
1 out the greater part of the business 
district, 
“The remedy for these conditions is 
not In elaborate system s for fighting 
fire or, say, elaborate tire drills, which 
may or may not be effectivoly carried 
out. but In the enactm ent of stri t 
municipal laws compelling the erection 
of structures entirely flreproofed with 
m aterials of the htgh«*st quality and 
esp«»«*lally in 
the prevention of the 
erection of «flimsy structures where wo 
men and children gather iu large num ­ 
bers as. 
for example, schools, 
the 
at«*rs, hospitals and similar buildings. 
“It is a matter of record, borne out 
h,v insurance statistics, that the i nited 
States spends enormous sums of inon 
cy In providing equipments for fight 
Ing tires, while foreign countries spend 
their money 
in 
building structures 
which offer the greatest resistance to 
tire.” 
Concrete for building purposes has 
been demonstrated to be one of the 
very 
best materials for flreproofing 
purposes, and Its increased use will 
add materially to the public safety.”

Pickerel, Suckers, Redhorse,Csrp 
or Bull Heads Only May by 
Taken Now 


PICKEREL MAY BE SPEARED 


Season for Pike, Muscalonge, 
Crappies, Perch, Sunfish and 
Catfish Begins May 1st 


Through the courtesy of George N. 
Rarditi, who assumed the duties of 
deputy game warden today T h e 
D i s ­ 


p a t c h is able to give a brief summary 
of the law as to spring fishing. There 
have been many inquiries as to the law, 
some parties residing on lakes in which 
they wish to protect the pickerel, hav­ 
ing threatened parties spearing fish of 
that species, with arrest. 
The only fish which may be taken in 
any manner during the months of March 
and April are pickerel, suckers, red- 
horse, carp and bullhead. 
These fish 
are termed predatory fish, in that they 
prey upon the game fish, and they may 
be taken at all times of the year, either 
by means of hook and line or by spear­ 
ing. 
From May first to February first 
it is lawful to catch pike, muscalonge, 
crappies, perch, sunfish, catfish and 
sturgeon, but in no case except as men­ 
tioned above is it lawful to use a spear. 
Trout, any variety except lake trout, 
may be caught between the 15th of 
April and the first of September, but 
with a hook and line only. 
Black, gray or Oswego bass may be 
caught with a hook and line at any 
time between the 29th day of May and 
the first day of March. 
No person shall in one day catch more 
than 25 fish, except sunfish, perch, pick­ 
erel or bullheads, and no person shall 
have in his possession any fish caught in 
the waters of this state except as provid­ 
ed by law. 
No artificial light shall be 
used in spearing pickerel, suckers, red- 
horse, carp or bullheads during the 
months of May and June.

Erection of B u ild in gs H aving Greatest 
Resistance to Conflagrations Needed, 
S a y s Richard L. Hum phrey— Schools 
Tw o Sto n e * In Height Favored. 


In tw enty-one of the principal cities 
rf Europe the lier capita loss from 
fires is 35 cents. 
In the United States 
the per capita losses from fires yearly 
exceeds $2.50. 
In Europe the chief e f 
fort in the construction of buildings Is 
to put Into them 
tire resisting m a­ 
terials. 
In the 
United 
States 
more 
thought and m oney are devoted to the 
establishm ent 
o f 
costly 
tire 
depart­ 
ments. 
These 
general 
statem ents 
are 
in­ 
cluded in an interview recently made 
public at W ashington by Richard L. 
Hum phrey, engineer In charge of the 
structural m aterial laboratories of the 
governm ent, w ho has m ade a special 
study of tireproofing. 
“The catastrophe at C ollinw ood, O., 
the other day,” said Mr. H um phrey, 
“did uot result from exceptional condl 
tions, but conditions that are to be 
found 
in 
thousands 
of 
instances 
throughout the 
United 
States. 
The 
sam e or even w orse tire traps prevail in 
every village and town and indeed in 
many of Hie large cities. 
Even w here 
municipal law s are supposed to govern 
erection o f such structures the condi­ 
tions are often worse than in Collin- 
w’ood. 
Such calam aties as w’e have 
had the few’ m onths of this year do 
not com e as a m atter of surprise to 
any one versed on the subject. 
The 
only surprise Is that these catastro­ 
phes do not occur more frequently 
throughout this great country. 
“The new spapers are now’ filled w’lth 
statem ents 
m ade by school officials, 
calling attention to the necessity of tire 
drills—that these fire drills w ill pre­ 
vent the loss of life from tire. 
N eces­ 
sary and excellen t as they are in their 
place, nothing could be more fallacious 
than such a general proposition. 
W hat 
is needed, as has been repeatedly point­ 
ed out, is the erection of structures 
w’hich have the greatest resistance to 
fire. 
From w’hat I can learn, the fire 
drill at Collinwood had started, but 
the school building w as such a flim sy 
tinder box that the fire traveled through 
the h allw ays and up the stairs faster 
than any possible fire drill. 
In such a 
building—and there are m any of them 
—the fire will alw ays win the rnee over 
the frantic children. 
Had the Interior 
of the Collinw’ood school been reason­ 
ably fireproof the loss of life w ould 
have been very much less, aud possi­ 
bly no lives w ould have been lost. 
“L aw s should be enacted to prohibit 
the erection of anything except a struc­ 
ture of the highest fire resisting type, 
especially when It is to be used as a 
school, hospital, theater or other stru c­ 
ture in which people assem ble In large 
num bers, w ho in the event of a great 
tire, such as happened at Collinwood, 
would be to a certain extent helpless 
In our hospitals and public schools it 
would appear unw ise to erect struc­ 
tures of 
m ore than 
tw o stories 
in 
height. 
In such buildings, in addition 
to w ide stairw ays, I would have one 
or tw o chutes or tubes leading from 
the top story to the ground. 
These 
would prove not only much safer than 
fire escapes, but also a m uch more 
rapid m eans of exit. 
“The question of the height of build­ 
ings and the character of tile interior 
structures Is continually agitating pub- 
i lie officials, but com m ercial interests 
appear to dom inate, and buildings are 
erected that are known not to be the 
m ost sa fe for the purpose. 
T his condl* 
tion pertains as much to m unicipal 
structures as to any other class of 
buildings. 
It is a fact that the m oney 
available 
for 
schools, 
hospitals 
aud 
other m unicipal structures Is usually 
inadequate for the purpose, and the 
officials in charge, in order to keep 
w ithin the appropriation, are forced to 
erect cheap, flim sy buildings that are 
not fireproof.

“W hile 
the 
relative 
fire 
resisting 
' qualities of fireproof m aterials are not 
yet entirely established. It is a fact 
that these properties are sufficiently 
i w ell know n to perm it the erection of 
I reasonably 
fireproof structures. 
Ye! 
in the face of all this buildings are 
j continually being erected w ith m ate 
' rials know n not to possess an adequate 
j resistance to tire, and these buildings 
are a m enace to the cities in which 
they are erected. 
Tile city of New’ 
York is full of fire traps, and it is a 
m iracle that a great fire has not wiped 
out the greater part of the business 
district. 
“The rem edy for these conditions is 
uot iii elaborate system s for fighting 
fire or, say, elaborate tire drills, which 
may or m ay not he effectively carried 
out. but In the enactm ent of strict 
m unicipal law s com pelling the* erection 
of structures entirely fireproofed with 
m aterials of the highest quality aud 
especially 
in 
the prevention 
of the 
erection of flim sy structures w here w a 
men and children gather in large num ­ 
bers—as. 
for 
exam ple, 
schools, 
the 
aters, hospitals and sim ilar buildings. 
“It Is a m atter of record, borne out 
bv insurance statistics, that the United 
States spends enorm ous sum s of mon 
e.v in providing equipm ents for fight­ 
ing fires, w hile foreign countries spend 
their 
m oney 
in 
building 
structures 
which offer the greatest resistance to 
fire.” 
Concrete for building purposes has 
been dem onstrated to be one of the 
very 
best 
m aterials 
for tireproofing 
purposes, and its increased use w ill 
add m aterially to the public sa fety .”

The subject appears to be asleep, and 
the face and entire body are as hard 
and cold as marble. Boss declares he ! 
believes that the i»ody will remain as 
It Is for sll time notwithstanding that 
nothing was removed from It; that the 
fluid was Injected with the b«a1y in 
exactly the condition In which It was 
when It was brought to the undertaker 
from where the man had met death by 
being struck by a train. 
Not knowing the name of his sub­ 
ject, Boss has whimsically named it 
Jimmie, and so greatly is he pleased 
with the result of his experiments, 
covering twenty-two yeurs. 
that he 
a p] «ears to r«»gard the grew so me ob­ 
ject with affection. 
“Jimmie and I,” 
said he the other day, “have been 
working out a problem that was solv­ 
ed In the time of the pharaolis and 
the answer to which was mislaid.

or let Jimmie out of my sight.

that Boss bad found something not 
known to any other undertaker 
Boss 
has long l*»eu a lender among em 
I »aimers and was one of tbe first to 
discard chloride of zinc sis sin element 
of einhnliuing fluid, finding tlmt the 
copper hue given to the ImkH«»s was 
due to that chemical. 
He found an­ 
other chemical that, com 1)1 tied with 
formaldehyde, gave lietter results. He 
completed the present formula eight 
months ago and lias since been trying 
to obtain a proper subject. 
A Pittsburg hospital offered to allow 
him to us«» its laboratory and t«> fur­ 
nish a body if the hospital were al­ 
lowed to share In the discovery, but 
this Ross refused to consider, as he 
wanted the secret for bis very own. 
When an unknown man was killed 
near this place, some weeks ego, Mr. 
Itoss found there was not a break on 
tb«* almost perfect body. There was no 
claimant for it, and Itoss sent word to 
the coroner *>f Washington county that 
he was about to make an Important 
scientific t«»st and wanted the body as 
his property.
